ROW IN THEIR CAMP! 


Tlie Session of tlie Order of £Ik8 Hfow 
Being: JSeld at Cleveland May He- 
suit in a Division in Tlieir 
Banks. 


N E W YOBK, July 8.—Great interest is 
manifested by members of the .theatrical 
profession in the east in the three days' 
session of the grand lodge of Elks which 
began in Cleveland to-day. Many of 
the conservative members of the order 
in this state believe that the result of the 
session will be to divide the entire 
organization between west and east— 
that is, the eastern lodges may decline 
to recognize the validity of the action 
of the grand Irdge and may organize a 
new grand lodge, which shall have 
jurisdiction over the order in the east 
alone, wlaich, of course, would leave the 
western lodges under the control of the 
original grand lodges which met to day. 


At the grand lodge in New York a 
year ago a majority of tiie members 
voted in favor of having the next an- 
nual session held in Cleveland. 
The 
delegates of New York lodge No. 1 pro- 
tested that such a session could not be 
legally held as the charter granted to 
the grand lodge by this state provided 
that its sessions must be held within the 
state. The New York lodge sued out an 
injunction to restrain the officers of the 
grand lodge from taking the seal out of 
the state and in the absence of a defense 
the injunction was granted. Before it 
was served, however, the seal and, the 
funds of the lodge were removed from 
the state. The exalted Grand Ruler, 
Dr. Quinlan, suspended the New York 
lodge for insubordination, and it is ex- 
pected that the grand lodge will make 
the 
suspension 
indefinite. 
If 
this 
course is adopted a division of the order 
into the sections seems inevitable, as 
the eastern lodges sustain the course of 
their New York brethern.

3. If, having been a resident of In- 
diana, he has gone into another state 
with the intention of voting there. 


4. If he has not been a bona fide resi- 
dent of the county in which he resides 
for at least six months before the elec- 
tion. 
(This latter provision is one of 
great importance, as heretofore the law 
only required a residence of six months 
in the state, sixty days in the township 
and thirty days in the precinct.) " 


Persons who have registered should 
take their certificate of registration to 
the polls with them, as they cannot vote, 
if challenged, without producing it» 
The above registration need not be 
made, if, prior to leaving the state, the 
person files "with the clerk a notice of 
his intention to hold his residence in 
Indiana.

NEW YOUK, July 8.—Great interest is 


manifested by members of the.theatrical 
profession in the east in the three days' 
session of the grand lodge of Elks which 
began m Cleveland to-day.

the eastern lodges sustain the course of 
their New York brothern,

months before the election — 


1. If, haiing been a resident of In- 


diana, he has absented himself from the 
state for sis months or more. 


2. If, having been a resident of In- 


diana, he has voted iu another state. 


3. If, having been a resident of In- 


diana, he has gone into another state 
with the intention of voting there. 


4. If he has not been a bona fide resi- 


dent of the county iu which he renides 
for at least six months before the eleo- 
tioii. (Ibis latter provision is one of 
great importance, iw heretofore the law 
only required a residence of six months 
in the state, feisty days in the township 
and thirty days in the precinct.) * 


Persons who have registered should 


take their certificate of registration to 
the polls with them, as they cannot vote, 
if challenged, without producing it, 
The above registration need not be 
made, if, prior to leaving the state, the 
person files with the clerk ft notice of 
his intention to hold his residence in 
Indiana.
